All former records dealing with 
the erection of new dwellings: in 
Ontario were shattered during the 
month just closed, it was revealed 
Wednesday evening, when figures 
made public by City Building In- 
spector O. S. Roen showed that 
permits were issued for 37 new 
residences. 

A total of 52 building permits 
was issued during March and rep- 


the corresponding month of 1925. 
The total expenditure for the pres- 
ent year to date stands at $244,- 
550, as against $201,995 for the 
first three months of last year. 

The total for the month just 
closed shows a gain of nearly 
$100,000 over February of this 
year, when permits showed an ex- 
penditure of $27,860. 

None of the permits issued dur- 
ing the past month exceeded four 
figures, the largest being for $6,000 
Of the 37 dwelling permits issued, 
12 went to Dan Jones, well-known 
building contractor. 

Records in the city building de- 
Dartment show that on only one 
occasion since November, 1923, has 
the number of permits for any 
one month exceeded 52, the total 
for the past month. October, 1925, 
still holds the high record »for per- 
mits issued with « total of 66.
